A most melancholy accident occurred 
at the residence of Mr. John Barron, on 
Grayson street, between Ninth and Tenth, 
about seven o’clock Saturday morning, 
by which an interesting and beautiful little 
daughter of Mr. Barron, aged eight years, 
lost her life. Mr. B. had gone to his 
work a few minutes previous to the sad 
occurrence.

The little unfortunate lingered 
in great pain during the day, and although 
(he ablest medical skill was exerted to 
save her life, she died at about five o’clock 
in the afternoon of the .same day in the 
most excruciating agony and anguish. 
She was peculiarly bright and intelligent 
for one so young, and her death will be a 
sad bereavement indeed to her doting par- 
ents. 

WnrnlnK to JIoj'n. 

Little bo3'8 living in the neighborhood 
of the new jail have been in the habit of 
congregating in front of that building 
every evening to pla}'. Yesterday even- 
ing two little boys were amusing them- 
selves by see-sawing on a heavy plank 
resting on a high pile of lumber. One of 
the boys fell oS’ from his end of the plank, j 
Of course the weight of the boj’ on the 
other end brought the heavy board down 
with a crash. As the plank descended it 
struck the boj', aged about ten or twelve 
years, under the jaw, cutting a frightful 
gash from his jaw down the neck, about 
three inches in length, and very deep.

It will be a week or so before the 
exact result of the elections is known, 
owing to the rule that, unless one candidate 
obtains an absolute majority of the whole 
number of votes polling, there must be a 
fre.xh ballot. In many cases there are 
several candidates opposed to the official 
candidate, and, of course, in someinstances 
thoy will prevent him obtaining the ma- 
jority. The ballot, in the ca.ses alluded to, , 
will be taken again next Sunda3'. J 

The French semi-official papers arc still 
engaged in ealHiu: the attention of the 
electors to everv’thing which is likel3' to 
act upon their fears. The Paris Patrie, 
of Saturday, the 22d, quoted extracts 
from a pamphlet published 1)3* a French- 
man in Brussels ns long ago as the 30th of 
la.st month, urging the electors to resi.st 
the government li3’ force and to a.ssassi- 
nate the Emperor. Mr. Felix Pyat, who 
has refused the invitation of the electors of 
a .section of tlie first circuiu.scripti*^ of 
Paris, on the grouml that he is politically 
(lead, having l)cen exiled since lS49, osten- 
tatioush' declares that he has left his mod- 
est fortuiK* of '>0.000 fruiu-s to the man 
who shall save liberty — in other words, k.s- 
sassinate the Emperor.

Tlie Waiter*' Strike. 

If every hotel in the cit3' acta as the As- 
tor IIou.se is now acting, the x-aiter.s have, 
“for a bucket of tar. lost the whole ship.” 
The Astor has hired more men than are 
wanted. Half a dozen waiters from the 
Stetson House at Lung Branch have l>eeu 
lent to the restaurant, and this leaves that 
branch of the hotel with four more waiters 
than are required. The proprietors have 
determined not only not to meet the de- 
mands of the waiters, but the3* will not 
again emploj’ any waiter who has left. 

The St. Nicholas and the Fifth Avenue 
are worse off than the other hotels, in con- 
sequence of the large number of waiters 
employed. Good waiters have been hired 
in place of the disaffected. 

The hotel proprietors say it is not for 
the sake of the uionev-, but for the estab- 
lishment of a principle that they stand 
out. The strike will cost them more than 
one thousand dollars, but they do not 
wish to be cominaiulod by their servants. 
Again, the deinaml is not proportioned to 
the worth of the men’s .servic«.a. Some 
men are worth forty-five or fifty d*dlars a 
month, while others are not worth twenty; 
yet the society rules make aril alike.

TRAGEDY AT UTICA, IND. 

A Touwg Man Attacked nod Killed OB 
tke HlKhway. 

A yonng man named Daniel Johnson 
was assassinated on Friday night, about 
eight o’clock, on a highway, almost inside 
of the corporate limits of Utica, Clark 
county, Indiana. Yonng Johnson was 
riding toward his home on horseback at 
the time, when he was approached by a 
man supposed to be George Broj, and be- 
fore the former had time to suspec(, hie 
purpose, the latter shot him with a pistol, 
from the effect of which he is thought to 
have died almost instantly. The shoot* 
ing occurred near the re.sidence of Mr. 
Jacob Hobson, who heard the report, and 
at once ran to the place from which it 
proceeded, and found young Johnson 
dead. Broy is strongly suspected of har- 
ing committed the murder from the fact 
that he was known to be an enemy to 
Johnson, and that a feud had existed bo- 
tween the two for a long time. It is also 
stated that Broy, a short time after tho 
murder, told several parties that he had 
killed Johnson. At a late hour Saturday 
evening we had heard nothing of the ar- 
rest of Bra}'. Our latest information was 
,that he had hidden from the officers in 

pursuit of him. 

A BOGUS STORY. 

Aa Oatroare oa Jaaraallom. 

We printed on Monday last a pathetie 
account of the suicide of Miss Nelly Dor- 
set, at Chicago, together with a toocking 
letter addressed to Geo. II. Barr, the al- 
legsd betra3'er of her honor. The story 
originally appeared in the Chicago Tri- 
bune, and has been copied in all tho 
journals of tbe country. The Repablicaa 
of that city declares that the whole story 
is without foundation. It says; 

Dished up in the moet approved stjrle of 
the “riash’ journals of the citv, the Tri- 
bune gave at much length a harrowing 
tale of the abduction by a villain of a 
young and innocent girl, of the accom- 
plishment of her ruin, her .subsequent de- 
sertion by her seducer, ami self-destructioa 
by throwing herself into the river. The 
bold inventors even proceeded to the ex- 
troinit}' of insolence in publishing the pre- 
tended name of the girl, her re.sideace in 
New York cit}', and forged letters directed 
to the Superintendent of Police purport- 
ing to be written by the father of the sui- 
cide. They also hired some thooghtleea 
scamp to buy a second-hand cloak in which 
was tied a bundle of letters purporting to 
come from tbe prl, the lover and the 
parents, which cheap garment the same, 
or another hired accomplice, pretending to 
find on the river bank near Kush street 
bridge, brought to the Huron street station. 
Thi.s chap gave his name a.s Mr. Alden, 
residing at No. Cass street, and thea 
“tuckered ” out. 

Now for the sequel There is no such 
number as % Cass street, and “Mr. Alden” 
cannot be found. The people have dra^ 
ged the river and no body ha.s been fonnd. 
The police have telegraphed to the reputed 
parents and receiveil no reply. They have 
received information that there is no such 
number in Broadway as the letters written 
by the parents purported to come from. 

'1 ne picture pretended to be a portrait of 
the suicide has been recognized as one not 
long since in the album of the ambitious 
yonng reporter, who< concocted the story, 
and has keen recoguize^^ by the police 
authorities os the portrait of a coartezaa 
of this city.

The people of Bos- 
ton believe there is no such city in the 
world : and it is not safe for a visitor to 
that wonderful city to suggest to one | 
of its inhabitants that London is as large, j 
Paris as fashionable or Frankfort as rich.

This additional verse is by Mr. Ball, and 
everyone may judge of its appropriate- 
ness in the city of Boston, where more has 
been done to dissolve the Union than in 
Charleston and all the rest of the country 
beside. But Mr. Ballhtis rolled this verse 
into Mr. Key’s deathless song, and of 
course it is all right, as it was done in 
Boston. The additional verse may possi- 
bly never be sung anywhere but in Boston, 
yet it shows that the old song is not good 
enough for the ‘'Hub.”

Personally, politically and morally the 
pressnt Administration is, in many re- 
spects, simply oonteiTiptible. That the 
carpet-bag and scalawag governments of 
the South should toad}' to the negroes in 
order to secure their votes, is not a matter 
for surprise; but that the National Gov- 
ernment should be guilty of such dirty po- 
litical trickery is certainly enough to sur- 
prise us, tven if it does not. In all the 
departments at Washington white men and 
women have been turned out of clerkships 
and negroes put in t heir places ; and this was 
done, not because the white men and 
women were incompetent or neglectful of 
their duties, hot because it was thought 
necessary to bind the negro to the Radical 
party with the cohesive attraction of pub- 
lic plunder. Not content with freeing the 
negro and giving him the opportunity and 
the means to educate himself up to a 
standard of intelligence necessary to fit 
him for public station, the Government 
constantly goes out of its way to thrust 
him forward at the expense of white men ; 
— of white men who, as we are often told, 
have “imperiled their lives in defense of 
the Union.” 

The latest outbreak of ‘‘negropbobia” 
in the government was the enforcement 
last week of the order for the employment 
of negro brick-layers in the navy-yard at 
Washington, which, of course, necessitates 
the discharge of white men. We are told 
that the enforcement of the order resulted 
in a strike on the part of the brick-layers’ 
Union, as might have, been expected, 
but this is not likely to remedy the 
matter. What does the nincumpoop 
Boric care for such strikes. If it were a 
strike among the negroes the department 
would at once yield the point and let 
them have their way; but a white man’s 
strike is merely a piece of insolence to the 
Government, and must be dealt with ac- 
cordingly. And yet, the wishes of these 
strikers are entitled to some consideration, 
for they are all Radical*, of the strictest 
sect. The Democrat.s and all the Repub- 
licans who were not in favor of 
impeachment, were kicked out by Borie’s 
order long ago, to make room for these 
negroes. 

Encouraged bj- this negro policj" of the 
government, the Mayor of Washington, 
a fellow named Bowen, to whom Grant 
sold the right to control the appointments 
of the District of Columbia for some 
thirty thousand dollars, has signed 
a bill passed Ijy the Coun- 
cils allowing negroes to occupy 
seats among white people at all places of 
public amusement — that is, at the theatre, 
the opera and the Rev. Mr. Sherman’s 
church; and at all other churches perhaps 
— certainly at all others where the minis- 
ter turns his back upon the Almighty and 
lures his fanatical congregation to the 
devil. The result of this will be, the places 
of amusements in Washington will be 
closed next winter, unless the proprietors 
are successful in their efforts before the 
courts, to which they have announced their 
determination to appeal. 

The negro should be protected in all the 
rights and privileges to which he is en* 
titled, and should be aided and encouraged 
to do the best he cau for himself; but this 
thing of thrusting him forward among 
white people, and at the expense of white 
people, shows a moral weakness on the 
part of President Grant that is worse than 
contemptible. 

The New York World gives a table 
showing who of Grant's cabinet were 
known to one another when they were ap- 
pointed. It seems that Fisk knew Bout-

The “loyal” white people of Little Rock 
held a preliminary meeting not long ago 
to make arrangements for decorating the 
graves of the Federal dead at that place. 
To this meeting the colored loyalty of the 
city was not invited, and was, in conse- 
quence, exceedingly indignant. At a sub- 
sequent meeting, though, they were in- 
vited, and were there in force. During 
the proceedings one of them offered the 
following resolution: 

Hesolocd, That the colored people felt 
aggrieved that the last meeting held for 
the purpose of initiating this movement 
had entirely ignored them, and that ita 
“managers” owe the colored men an apol- 
ogy for having thus insulted them. 

The resolution was adopted, the apology 
was offered and accepted, and all was 
serene. The “colored people” of Arkan- 
sas are not to 1)C trifled with by the white 
trash which has floated to the surface. 

At Old Town Ridge, Phillips county, in 
the same state, the negroes are largely in 
the majority, and insist upon the Demo- 
cratic doctrine that the majority shall 
rule. Not long since they petitioned 
“Governor” Clayton to appoint one of 
their number a justice of the peace; but 
this petition the “Governor,” from some 
cause or another, neglected to grant; 
whereupon the petitioners called a public 
meeting, in order to give their indignant 
feelings an opportunity to gush, and after 
many eloquent speeches denunciatory of 
the wrong done to Old Town Ridge, the 
following resolution was adopted new. 
con : 

Resolred, That thing.s and circum- 
stances lM?in as they is, we, the colored 
popolation of Old Town Ridge, will with- 
<lraw all our aid and comfort from the U. 
S. government, lessen Gineral Clayton 
and Sergent Williams are removed from 
the offices they now hold. 

And thus the matter stands. Gen. Grant 
can accept either alternative offered him 
in this resolution, he can remove “Gineral 
Clayton and Sergent Williams,” or he cau 
attempt the difficult and hazardous exper- 
iment of conducting the Government 
without the aid and comfort of “the col- 
ored population of Old Town Ridge.” 
He must accept either the one or the 
other. Old Town Ridge has spoken. She 
has uttered her u{timatmn. Gen. Graut 
must come squarely up to it, or take the 
consequences. The occasion is one of 
vast moment. It is an occasion which de- 
mands the highest skill of the statesman. 
Is the President equal to it? Alas, we 
fear not. If it should happily turn out 
that he is — in spite of our fears — then, the 
Republic is safe; if, on the other hand, it 
should unhappily turn out that he is not — 
thus confirming our fears — then, the 
Republic is lost — the national credit an 
irretrievable wreck. Gold wUl go up 
to three hundred and fifty in two hours 
and a half, and utter ruin and bankruptcy 
will sweep the prosperity of the nation 
from the very face of the earth. In con- 
templating this great calamity which 
threatens us, well may the patriot exclaim 
in the burning words of the dramatist: 

Friend of the brave ! pnt forth thy strength 
This yawning gulf to bridge. 



And shield a helpless nation from 

The wrath of Old Town Ridge! 

Oh for an hour of the wise and heroic 
statesmanship which was wont to grapple 
and subdue so grandly these great national 
perils in the purer and better days of the 
republic! 

A Bcffalo paper tells us that “Jedediah 
Gould, a nephew of William L. Marcy, 
committed suicide at East Pembroke, N. 
Y., a few days ago, by hanging himself 
with a small cord in his barn. He was 
sixty-four years old, and had ^howu symp- 
toms of insanity.” His parents showed 
symptoms of insanity before him — in 
naming him Jedediah, if in nothing else. 
To give a child such a name and e.\pect 
him not to hang himself is absurd. 

A\ exchange says “the people would be 
satisfied if Borie even had sense enough to 
try to manage the affairs of the Navy De- 
partment.”

It is generally understood that if Hora- 1 
tio Seymour had said the word in the ' 
Tammany convention of li;68 Chief Jus-i 
tice Uha.se would have been the Democrat- 
ic candidate against Gereral Grant. It is 
generally believed from the late extraor- 
dinary ppeecbee of Senator Sprague on the 
political situation, and from some recent 
decisions of the Chief Justice on gold con- 
tracts and the fourteenth amendment, that 
a movement is on foot to keep this distiu- 
jfulshed Presidential aspirant in the fore- 
ground SM the man of all men for the 
Democracy in 187'2.

When the deputies were retiring from 
the platform some hisses were heard in 
the street, and tumult ensued among the 
crowd. The disturbance was increasing, 
and threatened to become serious, in 
spite of the efforts of the troops to put a 
stop to it, when the military governor of 
the city appeared, and with great pres- 
ence of mind rushed among the rioters, 
shouting " ITca sacerana nationaU !” 
This changed the feeling of the mob, who 
joined in cheering the governor, and the 
tumult ceased. Only two men were 
killed and several wounded. 

The deputies subsequently returned to 
the platform, and witnessed a grand mili- 
tary review. Over H0,000 troops 61ed 
past. The enthusiasm manifested was 
very great. It was noticed, however, that 
none of the republican deputies partici- 
pated in the proceedings. A civic proces- 
sion followed during the afternoon. In 
the evening there was a grand banquet and * 
exhibition of fireworks. At lea.st 100,000 
visitors from the country were in Madrid 
during the day to attend the celebration. 

The remains of several Spanish celebri- 
ties have arrived here for deposition in the 
pantheon. 

In the Cortes to-morrow a bill will be 
presented by the majority creating Mar- 
shal Serrano Regent of Spain, but without 
power to sanction or dissolve the Cham-

Alexandria, Euyi-t, June 6. 

A report has reached here from the in- 
terior that an Englishman and his family 
have been massacred by the natives in 
Abyssinia. 

A meeting of the conservative peers was 
held yesterday to determine what course 
to pursue in regard to tbe bill for the dis- 
establishment of the Church. Lord 
Cairns urged that opposition be made to 
the bill on its second reading, and that it 
be finally rejected. He said the leaders of 
the party did not wish to dictate, and were 
an.vious that the judgment of each peer 
should remain unfettered. He felt, as the 
country had never pronounced on the 
present bill, and as the feeling 
of the House of Lords was so opposed 
to it, the most consistent and best course 
to pursue, under the circumstances, would 
l>e to repudiate the measure. Lord Salis- 
bury depreciated the course recommended 
by Lord Cairns. Tbe agitation which 
would follow the rejection of the bill 
would be most disastrous to the country, 
and would do nothing to save the Irish 
Church. It would be better to accept the 
bill and modify it in committee, than re- 
new ill feeling and excitement. 

Lord Carnarvan supported the recom- 
mendation of Lord Salisbury. He argued 
tliat the Chamber of Peers, now that it 
was able to make terms for the Irish 
Church, might not have an opportunity 
hereafter.. 

Lord Derby was in favor of the rejection 
of tbe bill, contending that personal fears 
should deter no one from dolug right. 
The majority of Lords present approved 
the views of Lord Derby, and it was agreed 
that the second reading of tbe bill should 
be opposed. It is estimated that there 
will be a majority of eiglUy against the 
Itlsh Church bill in the House of Lords.
